The recent reports 
of gold being 


found in Donnelly mountain, near the 
line between Washoe and Humboldt 
counties, recalls to mind some of the 
stories told by old timers about that 
section. 


One in particular is to the effect 


that while one Job Taylor kept a 
training station in Indian Valley, dur- 
ing the fifties, the Indians frequently 
brought in good-sized pieces of gold 
and traded them for Hour, brought 
there fiom Honey 
i^aKe country In 


Calif onia. 


This happened so often, that the 


trader, Job Taylor, concluded to flnd 
the source of the gold if possible. To 
this end he grabbed one of the Indians 
to take him to the place. 


The Indian took him to Deeo Hole 


Springs, where they camped, intending 
to travel froin there by night on ac- 
| count of the near presence of hostili- 
ties. 
Taylor's guide Informed him that the 
place was but two steps further and 
started out at a brisk pace, in fact a 
pace too swift for Taylor, who, after a i 
few minutes lost sight of the Indian ] 
and 
never saw him again. 
Taylor 


undertook to flnd the gold at two dif- 
ferent times since, but each time his 
Indian guide would give him the slip. 
That gold was found by the Indians, 
and somewhere In the neighborhood 
of Donnelly mountain or in Granite 
mountain, to the immediate south of 
it, Is beyond questiln for the fact can 
be verified by several people now liv- 
ing.The Indian story, moreover, is not 
the only one, for reports were com- 
mon in those days of <rold in large 
quantities having been known to ex- 
ist in that neighborhood and hun- 
dieds of men have hunted for it. 
Two men camped in a canyon in 
either Donnelly or Granite mountain 
one afternoon found gold. They start- 
ed with their knives to pick out the 
gold in the seams In the- rock—crevie- 
Ing, as it is known. By night they 
had a. yeast powder can full, and plac- 
ed It under some bark by a tree and 
went to sleep. The next morning, one 
went for the horses and the other con- 
tinued crevlcing. 
The 
former 
was 


killed b> the Indians and the latter 
made his way to Honey Lake, where 
he died shortlv after reaching the man 
to whom he showed the gold which he 
had cre\iced that morning before his 
partner was killed. 
This rancher 
made search for the place described 
by the man, but could never flnd it. 
So positive, however, was he of its ex- 
i&teme that the mere mention of an 
excursion to that country would com- 
mand all the wealth he could raise. 
Gold there certainly is- In Donnelly 


mountain, but has it been found"
